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Preface 


The Weekly Coal Production (W CP) provides weekly 
estimates of U.S. coal production by State. Supplemen- 
tary data are usually published monthly in two supple- 
ments: the Coal Exports and Imports Supplement and 
the Domestic Market Supplement. The Coal Exports 
and Imports Supplement contains detailed monthly 
data on U.S. coal and coke exports and imports. The 
Domestic Market Supplement contains detailed 
monthly electric utility coal statistics, by Census Di- 
vision and State, for generation, consumption, stocks, 
receipts, sulfur content, prices, and the origin and des- 
tination of coal shipments. This supplement also con- 
tains summary level, monthly data for all coal consum- 
ing sectors on a quarterly basis. 

Preliminary coal production data are published quar- 
terly based on production data collected using Form 
EIA-6, “Coal Distribution Report.” Based on 1988 
data, the coal production estimation error for a quarter 
at the nation^ level (i.e. the diJBference between the 
sum of the weekly estimates for a quarter and, the quar- 
terly EIA-6 preliminary data) ranges from one percent 
to four percent.

Final coal production data are published annually 
based on the EIA-7A coal production survey. Based 
on 1988 data, the revision error for a quarter at the 
national level (i.e, the diJfference between the EIA-6 
preliminary data and the EIA-7A final data) ranges 
from .02 percent to .08 percent.

Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended August 25, 
1990, as estimated by the Energy Information Admin- 
istration, totaled 21 million short tons. This was about 
the same as in the previous week and slightly higher 


than in the comparable week in 1989. Production East 
of the Mississippi River totaled 13 million short tons, 
and production West of the Mississippi River totaled 
8 million short tons.
